Columbus police were looking Tuesday for suspects in the ' 
Oct. 6 shooting of a 14-year-old Eastside teenager who was 
reported in fair condition at St. Anthony Hospital at The CALL 
& POST edition time. 

Homicide detectives said Kevin Hunt, of 1350 Hawthorne PI. 
was shot once in the right arm during a confrontation with two 


Avenue. 

Mitchell was last seen alive by his fiancee Sunday, Sept. 15, 
following the shooting of Mitchell's friend Sammuel Simmons. 
Simmons sustained two gunshot wounds to the base of his skull, 
in the rear of his head. 

His half brother, Percy “June” Hutton, 32, of East 107st Street, 
along with Bruce Laster, 24, of Dove Avenue, have both been 
charged with aggravated murder in the death of Mitchell and 
attempted aggravated murder, in the shooting of Simmons. 

Laster’s bond was set for $20,000 Monday, Oct. 7, by Cleveland 
Municipal Gourt Judge Ronald B. Adrine. His case will be con- 
tinued Friday, Oct. 11. . 

According to police officials, Percy Hutton, who uses several 
alias, including Perry Hutton and Jimmy Brown, accused Mit- 
chell and a friend of Mitchell's of stealing from him. In 1977, while 
Hutton was a security guard, he was charged: with voluntary 
manslaughter in the death of Raymond Williams, 15. He also had 
an armed-robbery conviction when the security company hired 


men, one of whom was the gunman. 

Police said the incident occurred about 8:45 p.m. at 36 Gov- 
ernor’s P|. Detectives said Kevin was inside when the two men 
knocked on the door, forced their way in and one of them in his

OSU moves to strengthen

officer for human relations. 
The executive officer's first job 
will be to develop ways to 
begin implementing recom- 
mendations contained in the 
report issued Oct. 2 by the 
OSU President's Committee 
on Affirmative Action. 
’ The report, titled “Affirma- 
tive Action Advocacy at Ohio

State University,” concluded 
thatthe university has not 
made significant progress 
toward achieving the philoso- 
phical goals of affirmative 
action, although it has an 
almost perfect record of com- 
pliance with federal anti- 
discrimination laws. 

In the report, the committee 
recommends a five-year plan 
to recruit and retain minorities 
and women as employees, as 
teachers and as students. 

The 20-member committee 
was appointed earlier this year 
by Jennings to examine OSU's

516, a 16-year-old resi- 
dent, said:’’ We are being 
harassed by the cry of the ele- 
vator probiems, which don’ 
exist. We believe that any build- 
ing or highrise that has eleva- 
tors has similar trouble.”

“Stigma deprives them of 
essential information and sup- 
port,” she added. 
She doesn't want other fami- 
lies to have to go through that 
initial experience of loneliness 
and fear. That impact can be 
lightened by knowing where to 
turn. “CALL Services (221- 
2255) was my best immediate 
source of precise information. 
They told me what behavior to 
expect, what:-to do-if certain 
things occurred, and, most 
importantly, that | had the 


' option of leaving my own-home 


if the situation became too 
dangerous,” Nowell said. 


. ‘They also explained,” 
Nowell continued, “that my 
neighborhood community 
mental health center was the 
place to start for treatment for 
my. son. It was through them 
that he was hospitalized, which 
was best for everyone con- 
cerned at that time. With pro- 


. fessional help, he was able to 
return to a more normal 


routine.” 

In addition to her role as an 
area commissioner, Ms.

A new era is dawning for the 
State of Ohio's public employees;

Bargaining Act will cost taxpayers 


By JOHN F. LEWIS 


A little over one year ago, the 
Ohio Public Bargaining Act, one of 
the most controversial laws in our 
state's history, went Into effect. Its 
exoressed purpose: To rectify the 
allegedly weak bargaining posi- 
tion of teachers, firemen, police- 
men, state employees, and other 
public employees. Provisions of 
the Act require public employers 
and public employees to bargain, 
allow unions the right to strike, 
permit unions to negotiate 
required dues payment, and pro- 
tect employees and employers 
from unfair labor practices. 

Now, one year later, what has 
been the effect of the law on public 
bargaining? From my vantage 
point as a lawyer, whose firm 
represents numerous public 
employers across the state: Not 
much. The bill has not led to a 
dramatic increase in strikes, as 
similar bills did when enacted by 
other states in the 1960s: Nor has it 
significantly reduced. strikes, as 
supporters of the bill said it would. 


' indeed, it has not done much to 


force employers and employees to 
bargain, when one or the other 
feels that bargaining to a rigid con- 
tract is counter productive. 
Moreover, | see no reason to 
believe that this situation will 
change much over the next few 
years. 

The single greatest effect the 
Act will likely have is to cost tax- 
payers significant dollars -- more 
than $2 million a year to support 
the new State Employment Rela- 
tions Broad that enforces the law 
plus additional millions spent by 
employer and bargain- 
ing units to fulfill provisions of the 
Act. Some proponents are already . 
saying that further state budgetary 
increases will be necessary to 
make the Act truly effective. My 
belief, however, is that no amount 
of extra funding will make it the 
instrument of justice its backers 
intended. 

To see how little the Act is 
achieving we have only to look at 
the numbers. Out of half a million 
public employees inthe state of 
Ohio, only 268 fited. unfair labor

With the passage of SB 133 in 
1983, bargaining relationships 
which had gone on for years 
became finalized, and many 
municipalities and school board 
simply ratified under the new éys- 


tem the contracts which they had 
negotiated under the old. 
However, still uncut was the 
largest jewel in the crown — the 
state’s 55,000 workers -- remained 
unout.

Our 
country is entering a new era of 
labor-management relations, both 
public and private. Itis this change 
that passage of the Act, a relic of 
the more confrontal 1960s, 
ignores. 

Increasingly, each side sees that 
it has more to gain by cooperating 
than by fighting. What is true for 
the Chrysler Corporation is just as 
true for Ohio's counties, cities and 
schools. Public-employees are 
recognizing that they almost never 
regain in higher salaries what they 
lose in lost strike days. Public 
employers, for their part, are rec- 
ognizing that their employees are 
often only demanding to be 
treated with dignity. ‘ 

Every week ! see evidence tha 
such a change is occurring. Albert 
Shanker, the A.F.T. leader and 
proponent of collective bargaining 
through the turbulent 1960s and 
1970s, has urged teachers to “go 
beyond” collective bargaining; to 
recognize there are limits to what 
can be achieved through collec- 
tive bargaining.

“Ohio State has not yet fully 
‘committed itself to affirmative 
action as a positive and inde- 

pendent goal," the report 
states. “With some exceptions 
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.. we remain caught up in 
compliance, and in responding

Helsinki, Finland. 

More of the cassettes arrive 
throughout the year, from Phi- 
ladelphia, Houston,Los 
Angeles, Memphis, Atlanta, 
Providence, R.!., Chapel Hill, 
N.C. 

The cassettes themselves 
don't get much attention from 
office regulars. Mable Had- 
dock has routinely slipped one 
into a videocassette recorder 
for viewing, started scribbling 
on an evaluation sheet next to 
the notepad, fine tuned her 
éyes and ears for what's to 
follow. 

Credit lines soon roll across 
the television monitor, as Had- 
dock, executive director of 
NBPC, leans back in her chair. 
She tells a visitor that she's 
been told the program being 
watched is exceptional and she 
requested a copy of it for 
preview. 

The program is a pilot called 
“Night Music: Pieces of a 
Dream,” which is a 60-minute 
show featuring a live perfor- 
mance in Philadelphia by Pie- 
ces of a Dream, a group that 
performs traditional and fusion 
jazz. As the program con- 
tinues, Haddock, as ittalking to 
hérself, says, “I think there is 
an audience for this. | wonder if 
there is anything like this in the 
system?” 

The “system” is the more 
than 300 public television sta- 
tions in the U-S., to which the 
consortium supplies programs 
for broadcast. “Night Magic” is 
one of the- hundreds of pro- 
grams that come into the con- 
sortium’s office each year, 
ranging from musicals and 
documentaries to children’s 
entertainment, satire, drama 
and public affairs. 

All the program senders, 
although varied in viewpoint 
and locale, share a common- 
‘“fiess: that the consortium 
‘accepts their program for pos-

gram may be good enough for 
national distribution and sets it 
aside for a later preview by a 
screening committee. 

Haddock said she doesn't 
recall how many programs she 
and her staff of three full-time 
workers have previewed since 
1979, when the consortium 
was founded. “! hadn't thought 
about it, but we've probably 
looked at at least 800 programs 
since then, great ones, good 
ones and just plain bad ones.” 

It was in 1980 that the con- 
sortium began regularly doing 
what the commercial networks 
had been doing for decades: 
reviewing programs for broad- 
cast nationwide. But the con- 
sortium had an even more 
ambitious goal. 

The consortium was formed 
by Blacks working in public 
television who wanted to see 
more and better programs with 
a Black perspective, Haddock 
said. The consortium receives 
primary funding from the Cor- 
poration for Public Broadcast- 
ing, and it has close ties with

some of the consortium’s pro- 
grams, makes conies of oro- 
grams ana checks programs to 
ascertain their technical qual- 
ity for broadcast, she said. 

The lifeblood of the consor- 
tium is the programs received 
from independent producers, 
PBS stations, television organ- 
izations overseas and other 
film sources, Haddock said, 
adding that the consortium has 
been doing more co-pro- 
ductions in recent years to 
cover important subjects 
passed over by major produc- 
ing companies. 

Among such productions 
are “Mandela,” a 60-minute 
documentary about Nelson 
and Winnie Mandela, two cen- 
tral foes of apartheid in South 
Africa, ‘The State of Black 
America 1984,” and “Forum on 
Black America 1985,” two 60- 
minute, programs in which sev- 
eral Black leaders debate eco- 
nomic, social and political 
conditions in the U.S. and the 
world. 

“There is so much that tele- 
vision overlooks, and there are 
good programs the people who 
decide what to put on a sche- 
dule may not know exist,” 
Haddock said. ‘‘When we 
receive these kinds of pro- 
grams in our office, or co- 
produce them, we naturally try 
to get them on the air.” 

The consortium's programs 
are regularly available to 112 
public stations, including most - 

of the major markets, said 
Haddock, who considers the 
consortium as a kind of agent 
acquiring programs.on the 
Black perspective for public 
stations. Some of its programs 
are also available to overseas 
television organizations.

tute reports that Black Ameri- 
can men are at higher risk for 
developing prostate cancer 


- than white men; indeed, they 


have the greatest incidence of 
prostate cancer in the world. 
Between 1975 and 1977 the 
incidence among Black men in 
Atlanta was about 133 per 
100,000, compared to about 74 
per 100,000 for white men in 
the same city. 

Yet, the chances of surviving 
prostate cancer have steadily 
improved over the past twenty 
years.

Aides are attacked with pool cues, 
mops—even furniture. Patients assault and injure each other. 

No provision is made to remove glass and potertieny dangerous 
objects from ward areas. ¢ 


UNDERSTAFFING: Ohio falls far below the national standard of 
one direct care employee for every four residents. Wards are packed 
to capacity, with residents spilling over into halls and recreation 
rooms. One employee may be left alone at night to care for up to 
thirty potentially dangerous patients. Employees are forced to work 
double-shifts, are denied weekends off. In some areas over 200 
clients are-handled by one case manager; and one employee must 
monitor over 250 group homes throughout 18 counties! 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES: Patients scratch and bite, creating 
health threats to employees and to each other. Treatment to prevent 
tetanus and hepatitis must be administered regularly. The threat of 
AIDS is a new and ominous problem. 


TRAINING: Employees must take on jobs they haven't been 


trained for because of staff shortages. Part-time employees replace 
trained workers. No provision is made for defensive safety training. 


EMERGENCIES: Wards can explode into violence at any time, 
and there are too few employees to keep things under control. An 
aide who is attacked is often beyond the help of another worker— 
and that worker will be penalized for leaving her post if she rushes 
to help! Simple fire drills are failures, as staff is insufficient to 
evacuate the buildings. 


PHYSICAL CONDITIONS: In some facilities, halls and wards 


remain uncleaned because of a lack of maintenance staff. Plumbing, 
heating, and air conditioning systems remain broken down. Asbestos 


may pe the ventilation systems. Time and again the federal 
government threatens to decertify facilities because of abominable 
conditions.
